It is desirable to know the num- 
bers of deer present In any area, 
which is diffieUlt, When a herd 
reaches a certain size its num- 
bers pyramid more rapidly than 
the average observer would sup- 
pose. In this country, deer, al- 
lowed to become too ntmAerous, 
have died by thousands from star- 
vation or have impaired their 
ranges for years to come.

It looks like another Ms n» 
tor grassland farmlrw for co- 
operators of the Virginia Dare 
Soil Conservation Dtetrlet. Aub- 
rey N. Holmes, work uidt eon- 
servatienist of the Soli Conserva- 
tion Service, reports. 

Development of improved pas- 
tures holds a high place In the 
list of conservation praetlees the 
farmers apply to their land in a 
coordinated program deslgne<pto 
use every ecre and treat It 'ac- 
cording to . need for protection 
and improvement. 

During the fta-.«t II mMithsof 
1962. farmers cooperatUig Ji^Uh 
the district treated 1,605 ac^esof 
graslng land: total improved ims 
ture 6.262 acres. Ttie unMihi 
treated In 11 months Is 25.6 per 
cent of the total to date. ^ 

Probably the greatest lesson 
learned during the dry year. 
Holmes said, was the importance 
of having an adequate acreage of 
drought-resistant perennial crops 
such as serlcea lespedeta to sup- 
plement other kinds of pasture. 
Oti many farms, these er«q» pro- 
vided the only graslng . available 
In the dry weather.

S. B.'Penne, plant pathologlsi 
at VPI, says manzate is .similar 
to ferbam and zineb a dlthio- 
carbamatc; but instead of con- 
taining iron as in ferbam or jsinc 
as in rJneb. it contains manga- 
nese. 

Unpublished experiment station 
data .suggest it has value in con- 
trol of cucumber anthracnose 
and mildew. There is evidence 
it controls .serious tomato dis- 
eases, including early and late 
blight. Manzate has been used 
on tomatoes with orthoclde 406, 
and exc«'llent foliage was pro- 
duced.

It is understood that Admiral Shoemaker, long 
associated with the armed services of the United 
States, has consistently fostered a plan to eUabhsh 
a club for enlisted service personnel in Virginia 
Beach. The conversation, according to one of the 
principals, was nothing more than any ordinary 
casual meeting of business men on the street or in 
offices. 

Dunn, as is hk£ustom, based on past reporting, 
l^uickly distorted the facts and has attempted to 
something out of nothing. The whole idea, 
te %irell known in newspaper circles, is to create 

' ing sensational in an effort to increase the 
Hie of papers to the public. The practice has long 
since passed among ethical newspaper's throughout 
the world. The quality of reporting and the starid- 
f rd$ of the journalistic profession have since im- 
proved greatly, but such tactics as those employed 
^ IJIlled reporters are a blot on the fine record of 
pit Aflterican newspaper profession. Newspapers, 
liiiMlli be sold on their quality for reporting and pre- 
sentation of legitimate news in a pleasing manner. 

To the best of our knowledge, Dunn nor any 
cepresentative of the newspaper he edits, had the 
courtesy or the journalistic principle to contact either 
State Senator V. Alfred (Jack) Etheridge or Delegate 
Harry B. Davis, whose names were .used in the story 
<|s sponsors of such a club. Neither of these nr^en 
W^re aware that they were "sponsors" and both 
were surprised to see their names in print in that^ 
connection. This procedure of reporting can hardly 
be classed as 1953 journalism. 

Apparently, with- such tactics in evidence, the 
newspaper in question hardly deserves the right to 
carry the motto "The Truth Shall Make You Free" 
y/hich it displays below its masthead each week. 
The word "truth" in this case has a very special 
meaning — whatever interpretation Editor Dunn 
y/ishes to apply to any given subject. 

The whole question resolves into "making a 
mountain out of a molehill," but it does teach us 
that we had better nojjppeak to our neighbor. Some 
newspaper might rffam headlines out of a simple 
"hello."

the pressing problems which face 
him. 

We fully realize that not only 
the integrity of our economy but 
the very existence of our demo- 
cratic form of government is at 
stake and that this is no time 
to play politics. 

I am hoping that the same 
attitude will prevail in the Rc' 
publican ranks and that Uiis wii: 
overcome the tendencies toward 
international isolationism and 
protection of special interests that 
traditionally made that party un- 
acceptable in the South. 

The most, immediately pressing 
problem which must be solve 
largely by the Congress is that 
of approaching a balanced budg- 
et. 1 .say "approaching" because 
even the most optimistic econ- 
omy advocates realize that the 
budget cannot be balanced im- 
mediately without postponing even 
the limited tax relief which the 
people of the nation have lieen 
\ti to expect. 

Under present laws half the 
extsting excess profits tax will 
automatically be dropped next 



Tune and the remaining half will 
come off in June 1964. I op- 
posed the imposition of this tax 
on even a temporary basis be- 
cause it is «n unscientific way 
to raise revenue nnd has a de- 
pressing effect on business. I 
believe the tax should be allowed 
to expire. 

We must realize, however, that 
tl>e^^pdlng of this tax will reduce 
revenue for the '54 fiscal year, 
starting next July, by $1,000,- 
OOO.iboO and for the following 
fiscal year by another $1,500,- 
000,000 

Before the end of fiscal '54 the 
emergency 10 per cent tax on 
personal incomes is due to expire 
and that will mean another $700,- 
000,000 drop in revenue. The 
following year j^erUjin eicis.; taxes 
are due to expu-e and unles.s these 
are reimposed Vto^l revenue re- 
duction will thcfOie more than 
$8,000,000,000. 

Our problenir'then, is to find 
ways to cut spending to match 
these ^=evenue reductions and to 
prevent yirlhcr deficits such as 
the one^ for the current fiscal 
year which is expected to be in 
^he neighborhood of $10,000,- 
900.000. 

I am happy to be back on the 
Senate Appropriations Committee 
for this session and to have a 
continuing opportunity to exercise 
the kind of economy which en- 
abled us to cut an average of 
10 per cent off the budget spend- 
ing proposals in 1952. 

Oiir task will be much easier, 
of 'course, if the executive branch 
of the government has made a 
genuine effort to cut the fat out 
of departmental requests before 
they arc included in the budget 
and that, as I indicated at the 
start of this discussion, is what 
we are hopeful will happen this 
year.

State Chamber 
Wants New Laws 
On Transports 

The Virginia State Chamber of 
Ccnimfrce Is calling on the 83rd 
Congress to revis^nd modernise 
the Federal laws governing tians- 
pOFtation. ' 

A resolution calling for a legis- 
lative study of the laws was 
adopted unanimously by the di- 
rectors of the Chamber' at {heir 
meeting at Norfolk in October. 

In a letter to Virginia repre- 
sentatives in Congress, Verbon E. 
Kemp, executive director of the" 
Chamber, said, "They (the direc- 
tors) concluded that; the 83rd 
Congress should be called upon 
to study such matters . . . 

"The board «as convinced that- 
many regulations originally de- 
signed to control ti-ansportation 
monopoly Jpy the milroads now 
are obsolc^ and the controls and 
agencies ^.KitabliRhed to ttovern 
other fortnsOT tran.Hporttillon arc 
frequently in conflict. 

"They tend to establish and 
promulgate inequities with ac- 
companying confusion and high- 
er costs to shippers." 

In his letter, Kemp sent a restv 
lutibn sdi^ted by the directors, 
lite resolution cited that the 
Hoover Commission ' and other 
Agencies "huvc all clearly dem- 
onstrated that outmoded Federal 
legislation now governing the 
transportation industry is the 
greatest single obstacle to the de- 
velopment of a sound, efficient 
national transportation system. 

"These studies have pointed out 
in particular that resblctions 
placed upon the railroads 65 yiars 
ago, but no longer needed today 
because of the growth of com- 
petitive forms of transportation, 
act as deterrents to increB.sed ef- 
ficiency on the part of railrondK 
by prohibiting them from com- 
peting on fair terms for freight 
traffic and forelng them to con- 
tinue unprofitable .services lony 
abandoned by the public: 

Point by point, the resolution 
calls for: 

1. Reduce the extraordinary lag 
between the time railroads re- 
quest rate adjustments and the 
time the Interstate Commereej 
Commission acts upon such re- 
quests. 

2. Restore to railroad manage- 
ment the ritht to detennhte 
f«fhethcr a rat« inclrase or de- 
crease wouM adversely affect thi; 
movement of trsffic. 

3. Provide an aupellate power 
to review the action ol state 
commissions refusing the permit 
abandcranciit <A rail service prov- 
ed to have been t^ieraUng at ui 
extended fimncial toss. 

4. EHmimte from the Inter- 
stale <?ommcixM; Commission the 
so-called tong aitd slwrt haul 
clause.

Veteran.1 hokllnc N»U«ii«l Serv- 
ice Ufe bvntranee and other 
form-s of Rovermnent life Insur- 
ance were gdvlaed by the Vet- 
erans Administration that they 
may make a savtiw In the pay- 
ment Pof premiums if they are 
able to pay them In advance <m 
a quarterly, semi-annual or an- 
nual basis instead of every month. 

Veterans who can iMiy preml- 
um.s In advance In this fai^km 
will have a reductkm over the 
regular monthly premium rates 
of 3 per cent per year. 

Paying premiums every three 
monttis. six months or twelve 
months has another definite ad- 
vantage over monthly payments, 
VA .sal<l* In that there Is much 
less chance of the veteran over- 
looking one of the monthly pay- 
ments and running the risk that 
his in-surance may lapse. 

As a taxpayer, a veteran will 
be contributing to more economy 
in government costs If he pays 
insurance premiums on an ad- 
vance basis instead of each month. 
A .smaller number of monthly 
payments to be receive^ and proc- 
essed by VA means a savings in 
the number of employees required 
for this work. 

For the benefit of veterans who 
are receiving regular compen.sa- 
tion or pension payments, VA re- 
minded that they can authorize 
their regional office to deduct 
government insurance pr«niimis 
each month from the payments 
due them. This method Is help- , 
ful and time .saving and the vet- 1 
eran can avoid any worry about 
meeting the premium payments as I 
they fall due, since VA will take 
, the responsibility of making them ;

One reason may be th^t a.s 
vegetables go, bru.s.seis .sprc | s are 
relative newcomers. They have 
been known for^only about JOO 
years. Many pec^le have yet to 
get u,sed to them. 

There are records which indi- 
catt some such vegetable was 
.sold in Belgium a9 early as 1213. 
but the first .scientific descrip- 
tion of the brussels sprout did 
not appear until IftBl. As late 



as Um 17th eentury, famous bot- 
nnbtta referred to the plant as 
nomethlng they had (jeard about 
but never seen. \,' 

A descendant of wild cabbages 
lm>ught front warm Mediterra- 
nean lands, the sprout ranks a.s 
one of the few vegetables to orig- 
inate in northern Rurope. The 
only t>thers are kohlrabi^ Oei- 
man for "cabbaire turnip" and 
ptKistMy initabaga. 

Liking cool and moist weather 
for be.st growth, the sprout has 
thrived In the British Isles. Eng- 
lishmen have eaten them with 
seeming enjoyment and in greai 
quantity since before 1850. In- 
troduced into the United States 
about 18M, the tightly formed 
midget cabbages failed to find 
equal popularity here.

the purchase of two lO-horse- 
power sirens with a range of 17 
miles. 12 five-horsepower sirens 
for use in North Vlrgiina Beach 
and East Ocean View, and the 
necessary pole mounts, controls 
and other equipment necessary for 
the Installation of the systepn. 

Other appropriations include 92, 
000 for salaries of special per- 
sonal property tax a-ssessors, $200 
for Insurance on an ainbulance 
operated county-wide by the East 
Ocean View Volunteer Fire De- 
partment, and $250 for the pur- 
chase of a police radio for the 
sheriff's car.

that the mm Wilson had picked 
for hi;; deputy and for Secretaries 
of the Army, Nuvy and Ait Force 
alMi wore .subst initially Interested 
ill companies which Jo i)li.sin«vss 
with tlip noveriuneal. 

The pattern by which thi,i prob- 
lem could be .solved was i»et sev- 
eral days later when Wilson in- 
dicated his willingness to dispose 
of his hold'ngs although It might 
cost him $500,000 or more in jid- 
dltlon to the loss he was taking 
by occepling a $22,500 saUry in- 
stead of the $600,000 a year he 
had -been getting. 

He had been preceded Sn this 
course, however, by Mr. Ander- 
son, of Texas, the designee for 
Secretory of the Navy. Mr. Aii- 
denson, whom 1 imsonally know 
and greatly admire, knew what 
he Wits up against becaus'j scv- 
crul years ago he was seriously 
con.sidej-ed for appointm.'nt to 
the FederuT Reserve Bojud. CarUr 
Glass was a man who aever dwelt 
In any twilight zone and when 
'he drew the Federal RcseiveAct, 



he wrote into it that no man 
should serve on that Board who 
was an of freer or director of any 
bank, banking institution, trust 
company or t'ederal Btserve Pank 
or who held stock In any such 
Institution. Anderson turned the 
appointment to the Federal .Re- 
serve Board down because of un- 
willingness to divest hlnioclf of 
his stock holdings. But, when 
he went before the- At-med Ser- 
vices Committee, he oatisficd Its 
members that he had divested 
himself of all financial Interests 
which would In any way conflict 
with his duties as Secretary of 
the Navy. 

I have such high regard for Mr. 
Wilson's ability to administer the 
defense .spending program eco- 
nomically and efficiently and such 
confidence In his por.sor.al in- 
tegrity that I was pleaased when 
he took the only logical tle|/ to 
bring his eligibility for public 
•service into harmony with exist- 
ing law. 

As I have said, the country 
wants, and tht; country needs, a 
business ndminj.slraliou becau.se a 
government that is .spcndlni; over 
seventy billions of dollars a year 
i.s a bin bn.sincKs en'crprisc. It 
must b6 rcmemb<Med, however, 
that there is a vital dlfiVrence 
between govermnenl bu.suit.ss and 
private bustne.s.s with le.specl to! 
the overall objective. , 

Ovn- government wa,s in.N;ituted, 
hi the language of oiu- Consti- 
tution. 'to piomote ihe general 
welfare." In other wor^.s, tiie pur- 
pose of government is to render 
.service, while the priniaiv pur- 
pose of private business is to make 
a profit on the money invested 
For the indu.strial leader, trained 
In the busine.s.s of making a profit 
on his investment, to become a 
.successful 5;tote.sman, it is neces- 
.snry for him to be imbued with 
a sympathetic understanding of 
the problems of tiie common man 
and to l)c motivated by an am- 
bition (o promote the welfare of 
the masses
